A puBLic mecting of the community 
of Hongkong, convened by the Sher- 
* $ff was held in‘the City Hall on the 
afternoon of Friday, November 11th, 
for the purpose of'taking into consi- 
deration what steps should:be adopt- 
ed to offer a suitable welcome to 
their Royal Highnesses. the Princes 
Albert Vicwr and George on the oc- 
casion of their visit to this colony. 
A-good deal-of loyal and enthusiastic, 
if somewhat unnecessary, eloquence 
was displayed by the leading orators 
of the ‘colony, who had: evidently 
specially prepared themselves for the 
occasion, and a committee was ap- 
pointed with full powers to make 
arrangements on a most magnificent. 
scale in honour of the visit of the, 
Royal midshipmen. The programme 
sketched out was a most elaborate 
one, and included:a formal reception 
and address, a, public ball, theatrical 
performances. at: the City Hall and 
Chinese theatre, illuminations om an 
extensive scale, &c., &c.° On the 
day following the public meeting, 
swe ventured to express in this.jour- 
nal, our opinion that the proceedings 
whichhad taken place were simply 
a gigantic farce. A few gentlemen, 
- well meaning doubtless, had taken 
upon themselves the trouble-and.re- 
sponsibility of getting the Sheriff to. 
bring the members of the coimmu- 
nity together.at the City Hall, and 
then presonted the detailed pro- 
- - gramme—which they had drawn out 
Gn seeret conclave—for. public , ap- 
proval. , Everything was. cut-.and 
dried; the enterprising promoters of. 
. the publig recoption were to bask 
- in the smiles of Royalty, at: the ex- 
pense ‘of the Government, andthe 
loyal citizens of Hongkong, The 
last sentence-in our article devoted 
_ tothe subject: (vide Zelegraph, Noy. 
“*. 12th) reads as follows :—“The feel- 
ings and wishes-of'the young sailors 
should be first consulted, and after- 
wards ‘religiously: studied.” Had 
the. suggestion contained in those 
words been adopted, the community 
_ ‘of Hongkong would-not, be.occupy 
“ing :their-present foolish. position, 
+ We haya a; saying 


‘ed. The Reception Committce oc- 
‘eupy ‘to-day a soméwhat similar posi- 


| tion to thé gentleman who counted 


his chickens just a trifle too soon. 
Instead ‘of ‘consulting ‘the Princes, 
and their..guardian, Admiral Earl 
Clanwilliam, as to what extent they 
were prepared to approve of .some 
noteworthy marks of public welcome, 


went to work with a will to make 
their, own arrangements in their own 


much-valuable time wasnot 


expended 
in a better cause. aie oe 


We mentioned. the other day that 
on the arrival of the Detached Squad- 
ron ‘at. Shanzhai, where extensive 
‘preparations had also been’ made to 
give ‘the Royal visitors a hearty wel- 
come, Earl Clanwilliam briefly de- 
clined to pormit the two midshipmen 
of H.M.S. Bacchante to: take a part 
in public ceremonials of any descrip- 
tion whatsoever. They were simply 
junior officers in Her Majesty’s 
service, and could only be treated on 
that footing. Their Royalty was ‘a 


| thing not officially recognised.so long 


as they were serving on board a 
British man-of-war. As officers’ of 
the ‘squadron -they. were open to re- 
ceive the.usual courtesies invariably 
extended to English officers in the. 
Far East, but nothing more. When 
this information. reached Hongkong 


‘| the genflemen deeply interested in 


the’ proposed celebrations began to 
feel rather uneasy. It was likely 
‘enough that the gallant Admiral 
would make no difference between 
the Model Settlement and Hongkong. 
Mr. C. P. Chater, Deputy District 
Grand Master of the Freemasons of 
Hongkong and South China, soon 


-| solved the difficulty, by telegraphing 


to his lordship wishing to know if 


[the Princes would ‘accept. invita- 


tions to a ball to be given in-honour 
of the sons of the Grand Master, 
ILR.H, the Prince of Wales. Earl 
Clanwilliam wired in reply that 


similar invitations had already been. 


‘refused, and that no exception could 
be made in Hongkong. This put 
the finishing touch to the whole 
business. ° - 

Tn Lord Lytton’s well known play 
the .“ Lady of Lyons,’ Claude Mel- 
' notte replies to Pauline’s loving pro- 
testations with the bitter expression, 
“False one, ’tis the Prince thou 
lovest not the man; if instead of 
luxury, pomp, and power, ‘I ‘had 
painted poverty and toil and care, 
thou hadst found no honey on my 
‘tongue.’ The community of this 
colony, judged by the recent actions 
of the self-appointed Reception Com- 
mittee, and other leading” citizens, 
workers in the same cause, would 
appear to bear a striking .resem~ 
blance to Claude’s picture of his 
Pauline’s. idea of love.

“Earl Clan- 
william did not czbar the Princes 
from any enjoyments in the shape 
of balls, banquets, &¢., to which 
ithey might be invited, but simply 
‘laid’ it down that they should be 
invited as ‘officers of the navy, and 
in cénjunction with their brother 
officers of the squadron.
